The wholesale importation of 
players from overseas will almost ce- 
rtainly be banned by an Australian 
Soccer Federation executive meeting 
in July. 


The meeting will discuss a suggestion that from 
next season there should be no transfers to Aust- 
ralia except by players granted permanent resi- 
dency by the Immigration Department. 

This would stop the flow of imports on temporary visas. 


A total of 390 such players entered Asustraiia from 
November 1., 1977 to October 31, 1978, and a further 
179 arrived from November 1, 1978 to March 31, 1979. 

More than three quarters came fram Britain. 


The ASF is expected to bring these figures to the attention of 
the Immigration Department which is likely to clamp down on 
this player traffic. 


Players on temporary visas are not allowed to Work in 
Australia. However, they obviously do work, for they do not 
earn enough from soccer. 

The ASF is concemed that imports are preventing many local 
players from playing senior soccer — not only in the Philips and 
State Leagues but also in lower divisions populated by imports 
no longer good enough for top-grade soccer. 

In cutting off the flow of imports, the ASF will make special 
provision for bona fide “star guest players on short-term con- 
tracts — men in the category of Malcolm Macdonald, Charlie 
George, Mimis Papaiouannou and Zdravko Borovnica 
who have played onJoan to South Melbourne, St George, Hei- 
delberg and Footscray respectively. 

Meanwhile, a sub-committee will report back to the 
ASF in July on proposed rules designed to gradually 
phase out ethnic club names throughout Australia. 

A decision on Australia’s Olympic Games participation has 
been deferred pending a visit by ASF president Sir Arthur 
George and secretary Brian Le Fevre to FIFA headquarters in 
Zurich this month. 
~ In a further dvelopment, the ASF has agreed in princi- 
pal to allow the PSL to sand two delegates to ASF execu- 
tive meetings to express opinions but not to vote. 

And PSL leaders, meeting with Sir Arthur George, said thatin 
future, they want the PSL to have an independent chairman, 
rather than one who is from a member club. — LAURIE

Forest, held to a 3-3 draw in 
Nottingham two weeks ago, was 
expected to be swept aside by e 
Cologne side roared forward by 
60,000 West German fans. 

But the English team, which 
knocked out the holder Liverpool 
in the opening round, refused to 
bend, with Bowyer snatching the 
vital goal in the 65th minute. 

It was a dramatic evening for 
Bowyer who had stepped in as a 


late replacement for injured 
Scottish international Archie 
Gemmill. 


Hansson’s winning goal came 
three minutes after half time and 
was enough to give the 
unheralded Swedish champion a 
1-0 aggregate victory over Austria 
Wien. 

Sweden had known nothing 
like it since its national side 
reached the World Cup final 
against Brazil.in 1958. Malmoe’s 
English-born Bob Houghton and 
his team (mostly part-time 
professionals), were hailed as 
heroes by the ecstatic home 
supporters. 

Austria Wien, beaten finalists in 
last season’s Cup Winners’ Cup, 
once again experianced the bitter 
taste of defeat. 

“Now we want to be the best 
team in Europe,” a delighted 
Houghton said, but Forest has 
other ideas and will undoubtedly 
Start favourite on May 30 in the 
Olympic Stadium at Munich. 

A twice-taken penalty, blazed 
home by ace Austrian striker 
Hans Krankl, put paid to the 
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hopes of Europe's other shock 
team, Beveren. 

’ The tiny Belgian side had lost 
the first leg of its Cup Winners’ 
Cup semi final 1-0 away to 
Spain’s Barcelona but had hopes 
to tum the tables in Belgium. 

A penalty by Carlos Rexach 
cost Beveren the match in Spain 
and Krank?f’'s spot kick, two 
minutes from time, finally killed 
off the Belgians’ hopes. 

Barcslona’s opponents in the 
final will be West German's 
Fortuna Diusseldorf, which fost to 
Czechoslovakia’s Banik Ostrava 
but won the tie 4-3 on aggregate. 

The Czechoslovaks, trailing 3-1 
after the first leg two weeks ago, 
fell a further goal behind when 
Fortuna defended Gerd Zewe 
moved upfield to explode a superb 
20 metre shot past Pavel 
Michalik. 

Fortuna appeared in complete 
control but after the interval Banik 
swarmed forward with Werner 
Licka equalising in the 62nd 
minute. 

Three minutes from time 
Augustin Antalik gave the 
Czechoslovaks a 2-1 lead and a 
chance to force a-time but 
Dusseldorf clung omy for a 
4-3 aggregate victory. 

Another West German team, 
Borussia Moenchengladbach, 
qualified for the two-leg final of 
the European Football Union 
(UEFA) Cup, defeating MSV 
Duisburg. 

Borussia held Duisburg to a 
2-2 draw in the first leg. 

Borussia won the UEFA Cup in 
1975, having lost in the 1973 
final to Liverpool of England. 

Allan Simonsen, the Danish 
star who will be playing for 
Barcelona next season, gave 
Borussia a 1-0 half time lead and 
scored again in the 55th minute. 
He then set up the third goal for 
Kulik. 

Duisburg scored in the 71st 
minute through Buessers before 
a goal by Lienen completed 
Borussia’s victory in the 82nd 
minute. 

Hertha Berlin, the third West 
German team in the last four, 
looked set to join Borussia in the 
final, having built up a 2-0 half 
time lead over Red Star Belgrade 
of Yugoslavia. 

Erich Beer and Wolfgang 
Sidka raised the hopes of the 
70,000 West Berlin fans but 
Sestic dashed their spints with a 
second half goal that levelled the 
aggregate score at 2-2 and 
squeezed the Yugosiavs through 
on the away goal rule

New South Mel- 
bourne coach 
Duncan WMicKay set 
himself two targets 
within hours of 
taking office. 


The first was to strengthen his 
playing squad with two players — 
one a striker and the other a mid- 
field general. 

The second was to find the elu- 
sive winning formula so that his 
gentieman’s agreement with 
South Melbourme will turn into a 
long-term contract. 

The second point is most im- 
Portant to McKay, who waited 
patiently on the sidelines for a 
chance to coach in the Philips 
League. First impressions are last- 
ing and McKay wants to make a 
success of his initial stint as a 
national! Ilsague coach. 

“| was waiting for an offer like 
this to come along,” said McKay, 
a perky and confident Scotsman. 
“To be honest, | don’t think the 
Victorian State League has a 
great future, so | sat it out waiting 
for a chance to get into the PSL. 

“Il knew it would take a 
while before I got an offer. it's 
not my style to approach 
clubs, although many coaches 
Operate that way. if you are 
good enough, the club will ask 
you, and you'll be around 
longer than the coach who 
goes to teams offering him- 
solf."" 

McKay added he would be 
most happy to stay with South 
Melbourne but realises that will 
depend on how successful he is. 

“My agreement with the club 
takes me to the end of the sea- 
son,” said Duncan. “In the mean- 
time, |} be using my own judg- 
ement and methods and if every- 
thing turns out all right ill be 
happy and the club will be happy. 

“But as in all ball games, any- 
thing can happen in soccer.” 

McKay places great importance 
on his mission to buy two players. 

“Unfortunately | wasn't at 
South Melbourne at the start of 
the season,” he said. “Had ! been, 
| could have built up the team the 
way | wanted. But the present sit- 
uation doesn't allow me to Start 
from scratch. The players | have 
are all professionals, and if | get 
two players my squad will have 


balance.” 
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For the role of striker, the 
names Jamle Paton of Slavia 
and George McMillan were 
thrown into the ring. There is also 
talk of players coming from Glas- 
gow Celtic. McKay's old club. 

In the case of Paton and 
McMillan, McKay would have 
several obstacles to overcome. 

Paton’s club Slavia has played 
a dead bat to all transfer requests 
from the player, and so it’s unli- 
kely he will be available. 

Even if Slavia decided to sell 
Paton, the fee for the hot striker 
could be astronomical. 

McMillan said in a “Soccer 
Action” interview earlier this 
year: “| have no ambition to play 
in the Philips League. If Preston 
made the league, | would play for 
one year, but that would be 
enough for me.” 

As well as having to woo 
McMillan, McKay would have to 
woo Preston with a big bundle of 
dollars. 

McKay said if he had been 
coach from the beginning of this 
season, he would have gone to 
Britain and hand-picked a couple 
of players. 

“South Melbourne has only 
three forwards, so we need back- 
up there,” he said. “In midfield we 
need a general, who can take 
charge and knock balls around the 
park. 

“This type of player would help 
Alun Evans greatly. Alun was 
Upset because he was having long 
balls knocked at him al} the time. 
I'l be working to get the team 
playing good soccer; playing the 
ball around instead of always 
pumping it.” 

McKay said he hoped Evans 
would withdraw his transfer re- 
quest and stay with the club, 

“Evans is a great player,” said 
Duncan, ‘We just can't afford to 
lose him.” 

McKay is in the hot seat at 
South Melbourne, but said pres- 
sure is a part of soccer. 

“Pressure doesn’t bother 
me," he said. “I'll back my 
judgement no matter what. ! 
have my own ideas about 
coaching and will stick to 
them.”" 

Talking about the pressure on 
South Melbourne players, Duncan 
said he was trying to relax them. 

“I've told my players to relax 
and enjoy their soccer,” he said. 
“Too often when a team is having 
@ bad run the players tighten up. | 
want them to relax, but still be 
hurt when they lose 

“My players must be arrogant 
and I've told them so. Relax and 
play good soccer, but think that 
you are better than the other team 
and show them on the field. If 
players are arrogant they will be 
hurt by dafeat.” 

McKay’s first game in charge of 
South Melbourne was against 
Heidelberg Utd. in the Philips cup 
last Wednesday. 

McKay was most pleased with 


his team’s performance, saying 
Souths had a moral victory. 

“We dominated the game but 
didn’t take our chances,” he said. 
"From the reports | have received, 
its the best the team has played 
for a while. The atmosphere in the 
dressing room is good and the 
players want to get on with tha 
job. 

“We must win a game quickly. 
The players’ confidence needs 
boosting and I'm sure the team 
will get good results sean. They 
must believe in themselves.” 

McKay heaped priase on two of 
his young players — Alen David- 
son and George Christopoulos. 

“Alan was the best pisyer 
on the park by a mile,” ssid 
Duncan. “George started off 
extremely well, although he 
faded later in the game. Sut 
these two are going to devel- 
op into top players.” 

McKay has coached John 
Hansen, Stuart Baxter and 
George Campbell before. These 
players were in the Victorian 
State team under McKay last sea- 
son. 

However, McKay will be work- 
ing to get to know the rest of the 
South Melbourne players in the 
early weeks of his reign. 

McKay has plenty of ex- 
perience to fall back on. He 
played for Glasgow Celtic for 
10 yoars after joining the club 
as a 17-year-old. He repre- 
sented Scotiand 13 times, in~ 
cluding an historic game 
against Czechsiovakia In 1962 
at Hampden Park which 
clinched World Cup quali- 
fication for the Scots. 

He was player/coach of Croatia 
Melbourne in 1966 and stayed [n 
Australia unti] 1972 when ‘he re- 
tumed to Scotland. He was a staff 
coach with Celtic for a season. 

In 1974 he returned to Aust- 
ralia and coached Azzuri in Perth. 
Later he returned to Croatia for 


’ the 1977 season as coach. 


In 1978 he coached Green 
Gully Ajax. 

“When | was appointed 
coach of South Molbourne,”’ 
he said, “‘sevoral ajax officials 
came to wish me luck. That's 
important to me.’’ 

During his career, McKay 
played with and against some all- 
time greats. Dennis Law, Bobby 
Chariton, Ferenc Puskas and 
Jimmy Johnatone are just a 
few. 

He played under the legendary 
Jock Stein, the former coach of 
Celtic, new manager of the Scot- 
tish national team. 

How much did McKay learn 
from Stain, and how much of his 
Style is incorporated in Duncan's 
coaching? 


“Very little,” said Duncan, 
which gives an idea of the man’s 
approach to soccer. “A coach 
must have his own imagination 
and ideas, because it’s his deci- 
sions which make or break him.” 
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Marconi and Sydney City provide 10 of the 
26 Socceroos named by national coach Rudi 


Gutendorf last week. 


Marconi has the largest 
representation, with Paul 
Dagney, Gary Byrne, Tony 
Henderson, Eddie Krncevic, 
Mark Jankovics and Peter 
Shame forming perhaps the 
nucleus of the new national team 


Sydney City players in the 
squad are Steve O'Connor, Joe 
Watson, John Stevenson and 
lan Souness. 


Gutendorfs aim is to base the 
national team on blocks of players 
from one or two club, He says 
quite rightly that this ensures 
team work and understanding in 
the national side.

Its midfield — with the exception of 
hard-working Zoran Ilioski — may be 
fot much better but this would no 
doubt improve if there were greater 
confidence In the rearguard. 


As had been the case in the Philips 
Cup match against George Cross, 
neither Radoslav Jovicle nor Andrij 
Ristic marked tightly enough, and the 
midfisiders did not pick up men coming 
through.

As for Ristic, he would go up the 
flank, forgetting his man, and get 
caught by counter-sttacks time snd 
time again. 

And there was little evidence of mid- 
fielders dropping back into positions left 
by advancing defenders. 

No wonder than, that Boland was 
such a busy man 

Boland was the cause of many glum 
faces in the Adslaide City dressing 
rooms after the game, “We would have 
got a bonus point had it not been for 
the goalkeeper,” said Agenor Muniz. 

*““The guy was incredible,”’ sald 
coach Rale Rasic. 

After conceding 11 gaols In its first 
four games. Adelaide -City,s defence 
has not been passed for the past four 
games. The team’s defensive strength 
was ovident against Footscray, with 
John Sesir sweeping up intelligently, 
Jim Muir winning everything in the air, 
Brian Dodds attacking and dofending 
brilliantly on the right and Bugsy Nys- 
kohus using his strength, experlence 
and fouls where necassary on the left 

In midfield, Brian Northcote worked 
the hardest, and John Perin, playing a 
more economical game, would have 
had two goals had it not baen for Bo- 
land's freak saves. Agenor Muniz was 
the quiatest of the three but he too was 
deprived of at least one goal by Boland. 

Chris Kent did damaging wing 
work, bringing the ball forward to 
Deans and John Nyskohus who were 
devasting. Deans was in doubt night up 
until the kick-off, due to a groin injury, 
but played his usual intelligent, unsel- 
fish gome and scored his seventh gos! 
of the season.

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Forget fighting football 


says Scotland manager 


Manager Jock Stein wants Scotland to cut out its 
“fighting football and concentrate more on skill and 


patience. 


“Scotland must find a new way of playing, in 
which all the players have the ability to build from the 


back,” he says 


“We must cut out ‘fighting’ football and have a 
more settled outlook. When you go away the fighting 
game has no chance and only turns referees against 
you — in advance sometimes, because your 


reputation goes before you". 


Stein recognises all too well that the passion 
aroused by pulling on the blue shirt is a mixed 


blessing. He claims: 


“Beating England does not matter any more, it is 
far more important to come out on top against West 


Germany or Italy. 


“The Scottish Press encourages us to put all our 
eggs in one basket, the game against England. with a 
tremendous building up beforehand.
